Public’s Lack of Interest 
Harmful To Education 


The annual convention of the 
Alberta Federation of Home and 
School Associations was held re¬ 
cently in Edmonton and delegates 
from Home and School Associa¬ 
tions in the County, of Vulcan 
attended. 

The keynote address was given 
by Dr. Arthur Kratzman, who is 
head of the Department of Ele¬ 
mentary Education, Faculty of 
Education, University of Alberta. 
His topic was "What Has Happen¬ 
ed to the Public in Public Educa¬ 
tion?” The lay public were here 
first, he said, but have lost their 
effectiveness through indifferences 
and a lack of interest. He urged 
the convention delegates: 

a) To become completely inform¬ 
ed about educational issues, pro¬ 




blems and accomplishments. 

b) To gear their information¬ 
seeking to long range and compre¬ 
hensive issues rather than limited, 
problems which “loom large 
because of their apparent 
immediacy.” 

c) To establish a collective posi¬ 
tion on all crucial educational 
issues. Affiliation of the local 
associations to the provincial and 
federal federations is a necessity. 

d) To take appropriate political 
action at every level. Interest and 
concern must start at the local 
level and move up as the need 
arises. 

e) To realize that they repre¬ 
sent the only organized group of 
n o n-professionals in education, 
whose primary reason for being is 
the enhancement of educational 
programs. 

Dr. Kratzman suggested the 
Alberta Federation could take 
political action by seeking repre¬ 
sentation on key decision-making 
groups, probing the power struc-

William Burgess, the former 
Alberta Bennett, who was one of 
the teachers of past years. Among 
the former pupils of the school 
who were able to attend the cen¬ 
tennial service were Mrs. Anna 
Wanebeke (Anna Spanke), Mrs. 
Hilda Kane (Hilda Johnson), Billy 
Marshall, Mrs. Glen Dahl (Grace 
Btirgess), William Burgess, Mrs. 
Sadie Wanebeke (Sadie Spanke), 
Sievert Johnson, Bill McMullen 
and Mrs. Chloe Marshall (Chloe 
Hamilton). Of these, Bill Marshall 
and Bill McMullen were original 
students, answering the roll call 
when the school ’first opened 
in 1909.

Builder of First Permanent Settlement 


Samuel de Champlain repelled 
frequent attacks by the hostile 
Iroquois Indians in 1609-10 after 
forming an alliance with the 
friendly Hurons and Algonquins. 

In the picture, Champlain wears 
the outfit of a 17th century 
musketeer, but without the tradi¬ 
tional steel armoured breast plate 
and thigh guards. He favored buck¬ 
skin for travelling lightly by canoe 
in the wilderness. Two powder 
flasks and a bag of bullets hang 
from his belt. The gun was a heavy 


muzzle-loading arquebus, fired by 
a long fuse. 

The arquebus was clumsy, slow 
to operate, and its recoil could 
easily dislocate a shoulder or collar 
bone. 

Eventually the Iroquois realized 
the superior efficiency of their own 
simple weapons. They plagued the 
French settlers with swift, silent 
surprise attacks until about 1670, 
when flint-locks were developed 
and muskets became lighter and 
more efficient. Champlain made up 


in leadership what he lacked in 
hardware. ' 

Builder of the first permanent 
settlement on Canadian soil and 
founder of Quebec, he was an ex¬ 
plorer, adventurer, cartographer, 
colonizer and writer. He was com¬ 
mandant of New France for 15 
years. 

After being captured and re¬ 
leased by the British, he was 
governor for the final two years 
of an energetic and brilliant life 
which he had devoted to strength¬ 
ening the colony.

There may be some interest in the County of 
Vulcan area in a plan for distribution of natural gas 
to Alberta farm homes, now under consideration by 
the United Farmers of Alberta. 

Now in its preliminary stage, the study is ex¬ 
pected to be completed this winter and will investi¬ 
gate the feasibility of organizing local natural gas 
co-operatives and possibly negotiating natural gas 
supplies for a province-wide distribution system. 

Main obstacle up to this time has been the cost 
of running lines to farm homes, but the use of plastic 
pipe for distributing gas may make the plan econo¬ 
mically feasible, according to UFA officials. It has 
been indicated that the Alberta government would be 
prepared to guarantee private loans to farmers 
covering half the cost of installation. 

With a Canadian Western Natural Gas Co. line 
now serving towns on the Aldersyde line from Vul¬ 
can south and the new Dome Petroleum natural gas 
processing plant east of Champion due to be com¬ 
pleted early in the new year, the southern part of 
the county at least would be quite near gas supplies. 
The deciding factor in a plan such as is now being 
studied by the UFA will undoubtedly be the cost 
of running lines to individual farm homes. Findings 
of the UFA study will be awaited with interest.

(Continued From Front Page) 
ture and applying influence at 
every possible pressure point. To 
do this, the Federation must have 
a strong and united group of 
parents forming the grass-roots of 
the organization and the local 
H & S Association is where the 
parents can contribute most. 

Although the resolution asking 
the provincial government to allot 
money for the institution of kin- 
dergardens in the province was 
passed by a large majority, the 
Minister of Education stated that 
the priority of spending was for 
aHutt rather than for pre-school 
education. A great deal of study 
and work has been and is being 
done to persuade school boards and 
the Department of Education that 
there is a real need In the field 
of pre-school education. 

Another resolution from the 
board of directors asked that a 
lay advisory board replace the 
general curriculum committee to 
establish the objectives of public 
education and review and question 
curriculum changes. The resolu¬ 
tion also asked that an institute 
of curriculum design be set up to 
replace curriculum committees and 
develop new curriculums and 
materials based on the objectives 
of the lay advisory board; that an 
evaluation committee be set up to 
evaluate all aspects of education 
and determine if the purpose of 
the curriculum is being carried 
out, and that an institute of com¬ 
munication and dissemination be 
set up to inform the public of new 
p r o g ra m s and new teaching 
techiques.

He explained further that errors “1 suggest you try to avoid these 
fell into two main categories—not Canada Pension Plan errors. For 
filling in the CPP section at all your own sake as well as ours!” 
and forgetting to deduct Canada 
Pension Plan payments before 
arriving at the taxable income 
figure. Both errors are costing the 
farmer money so it’s hitting them 
in a soft place—their taxation 
funny-bone! 

Now it seems not all farmers are 
aware that they have to pay into 
the Canada Pension Plan If they 
are between 18 and 70 years of 
age and earned more than $800 net 
self-employed income in 19 6 6. 

Sorry, but it’s just one of those 
things! Farmers have to kick in 
the same as office workers and 
doctors. And where else can you 
get such a cheap form or insurance 
against an Impoverished old age? 

The second error, as pointed out 
earlier, is forgetting to enter the 
amount of Canada Pension Plan 
contributions you’ve either made or 
owe into the section called DE¬ 
DUCT on page two of the general 
tax form. As CCP contributions are 
income tax free, it Is to the far¬ 
mer’s advantage to list his con¬ 
tribution—or future contribution— 
before working out his taxable In¬ 
come. Every little bit helps! 

Mr. Northfield went on to say,

In figuring out the actual arith¬ 
metic of the Canada Pension Plan 
section. It is really not all that 
hard, you know. We have a special 
Farmer and Fisherman’s Guide 
that explains it all.

COLD WEATHER CONCRETE 

Every fall the cold weather 
catches some of us with concrete 
work which must be completed. 
What precautions should be taken 
to ensure top quality cold weather 
concrete ? 

Extension Engineers with the 
Alberta Department of Agriculture, 
say the important thing is to 'pre¬ 
vent the concrete from freezing. 
Below freezing temperatures will 
have a very detrimental effect 
upon its quality. 

Engineers recommend building 
an enclosure before commencing 
the job and having equipment 
available for heating the concrete 
materials and for maintaining 
favorable temperatures after the 
concrete has been placed. As a 
general rule, freshly placed con¬ 
crete should be kept above freez¬ 
ing for at least a week. However, 
if it is possible to maintain a tem¬ 
perature of 50 degrees F., a two- 
day curing period should be 
enough.

should be taken to prevent the 
concrete from getting dried out, 
especially near the heater. Also, 
unless the heater is properly vent¬ 
ed it should not be used while the 
concrete is being placed or for the 
first 24 hours to 36 hours of the 
curing process. Fuel burning 
heaters produce carbon dioxide 
which combines with fresh con¬ 
crete to form a weak surface layer 
which will be come very dusty 
under traffic conditions. 

Recommendations are to use a 
high early strength concrete for 
cold weather concreting. Although 
protecting this type of concrete 
against freezing is just as im¬ 
portant as protecting other con¬ 
crete, the length of time that this 
protection is required is shorter. 

One or a combinations of the 
following materials can be used 
for making high early strength 
concrete. 

(a) Type 111 or 111A cement. 

(b) Lower water-cement ratios

(c) Higher curing temperatures

(d> Chemical accelerators—these 
chemicals should not be used as 
a substitute for proper curing and 
frost protection. They are designed 
to speed up the hardening process; 
not to lower the coneret’s freez¬ 
ing point. 

Never place concrete on a frozen 
sub-grade. If the slab freezes there 
is a good possibility of retarding 
the concrete’s hardening process. 
Also, the concrete may settle un¬ 
evenly when the tub-grade thaws.
